A bad prairie fire started abvut 
three miles west of town last Wednes- 
day afternoon and for a time it“took- 
ed as though it was going to get. be- 
yond control, with the rn of 
it Teaching town. 

The fire was started by sparks from 
a freight which passed through here 
about noon that day and started the 
prairie a blaze three different places. 
The section gang from Bowell were 


.S00n on the scene and at once sum- 


ars 


moned the assistance of the Stair 
crew... Barmers from the surround- 
ing district and a number from town 
joined in the fight, but for time the 
fire was beyond control and they ex- 
erted their energies in an endeavor to 
keep it away from the surrounding 
stubble and crops. In this they were 
successful but the fire was not ex- 
tinguished until it reached the road 
allowance running north and: south 
over the first railway crossing west of: 
town. By.this time it had jumped 
two trails further west. 

The fire started about half way be- 
tween here and Bowell and, travelling 
in a northeasterly direction,.it burned. 
a strip of prairie about a mile wide 
and three miles long. When it was at 
its height the farms of Messrs. Mc-. 
‘Coleman, ‘Burke and “Mansfield were 
threatened with , distruction’ but the 
untiring work of, the fire fighters 
headed .it off in that direction. The 
fire then broke out afresh towards 
the south and was getting dangerously 
near. “the Landis and Butts farms pe 

ore. il ‘as finally oxtingui: shed 
was a close call but ' little pi 
age was done as the fire was confined 
principally to the > prairie nections.

Adam Dubeau, one of the biggest 
farmers of this district, has just fin- 
ished threshinf& 450 acres of wheat 
and from it he got 19,000 bushels. 
On the whole crop this is slightly over 
42 bush the acre, while on some 
fields the average was well up over 
the 50 bushél mark, He also had 100 
acres of oats from which he aia 
6, 000 bushels.%&

~ From British Columbia 


The demand for harvest help in 
thig district has been so great lately 
that great difficulty has been exper- 
ienced in geting enough men to finish 
threshning operations. 

In Medicine Hat the board of trade 
in its. endeavor to relieve the situa- 
tion, has made arrangements to have 
100 laborers sent to that point from 
British Columbia. These men are ex- 
pected to arrive this week, and as this 
number will no more than supply the 
upgent demand farmers are advised 
to be on hand early if they wish to 
secure any of this help. 

The arrangements made with these 


men is that they are to be paid $3.00 


a day and board for each day they 
work and the farmer is to provide 
them with their board and lodging 
free on days that they cannot work.

Two outstanding features of the 
Russian front are the continued of- 
fensive of the Rigsians south of Pri- 
pet, and the new German offensive 
south of Riga. In the latter district 


the Germans are making a most de- 
termined effort to force the Dvina 
river in a country presenting many 
difficulties to the invadors. 

. In the southern area Russian sue- 
cesses have modified the situation rad. 
ically and ‘the Austro-German line 
from Pinsk to Leniberg is no longer 
held securely, 

An important Russian success in the 
region of Baranovichl, resulting in the 
capture of several German positions, 
8,552 men and 10 machine. guns and 
one piece of artillery, was announced 
by the war office. 

An official report from Italy says:, 
“Our offensive in the Tyrol and Tren- 
tino regions continued with brilliant 
results. In the Giulicari _ Valley we. 
stormed Palone Peak, a strong posi-, 
tion commanding the mouth of the 
Doane valley and the head of the 
Ledray valley, and provided: with tw 
lines of trenches. 


“In the Lagarina valley we conquer-. 
‘{ad the heights north and northeast of 


Brassano, defended by many strong/, 
entrenchments. From San Bornarda, 
on Mount Diaena, the enemy attempt- 
ed by a violent artillery fire to dislodge

Says Mnch Depends 
On the Balkans 


J. L, Garvin writes: “We know 
that it must be, above all, Great Brit- 
ain’s work in the Balkans. We know 
that the Balkans will either be, the 
grave of German ambition ‘or the 
graye of British hopes. If we fail in 
the near east, there can be no thorough 
victory. We may and shall fight,them 
to a standstill; but we shall not achiéve 
the total overthrow ,essential to en- 
during peace, : 

“If only. we are strony and prompt, 
enough we can turn the’ Balgan strug- 
gle to German, disadvantage. The |, 
enemy is at present blocked in France, 
blocked on the Italian frontier, blocked 
in Russia. In all three directions the 
Gérmans have reached their limit. If 
they are blocked in the Balkans dur- 
ing ‘the next few weeks also, the cen- 
tral ‘empires coming to their last re- 
serves, will have stretched out their 
fighting lines to the longest and thin- 
nest. We will then press in on all 
fronts in due course thréugh increas- 
ing superiority of numbers-on a com- 
bined offensive working frém west, 
eastand south, 

“The enemy in the Balkans is play- 
ing his last card. The allies in Fratice 
and Belgium can in any case keep 
their front impregnable. Under the 
new conditions they can postpone their 
western offensive if they choose, so 
as to make more crushing later.

HEALTH OF ANIMALS, 


Two bulletins of premier importance 
ve recently been issued from the 
health of animals branch of the Fed- 
eral Departmen of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, Both can be had free on ap- 
plication to the publications branch of 
the department, 

. The first, number 17, is entitled 
“Entero-Hepatitis or Black-heads in 
Turkeys. The losses from the dis- 
ease have been enormous, which sup- 
plies excellent reason for a close study 
of the Bulletin. The extent of these 
losses is well indicated by the fact 
that two decades ago a single small 
island (Block Island) off the Rhode 
Island coast, provided two tons of 
marketable birds each year. Five 
hundred pounds are not available in 
the same locality today. Statements 
are also current that in localities in 
Ontario where ten carloads were: to 
be had eight years ago it is now dif- 
ficult to secure two carloads. The 
reason given for the falling off in pro- 


ing. a 

The fine weather at the pres- 
ent time and the excellent con-. 
dition of the ground makes it 
almost ideal for plowing right 
now but unfortunately the work 
of threshing and marketing 
grain is taking up the attention 
of the farmers and in many 
eases the plowing has to be let 
go. 

Naturally the farmers of this 
district who suffered from a 
complete crop- failure last year, 
are anxious to market at least 
part of their grain in order to 
square away some old accounts, 
This-is only natural and a very
